Into Dressy or Work Aprons

\ 4 E N * S shirts are scarce these 
days* and you m ay w ander at 
the Wisdom of “ m aking som ething 
out of th e m ” in this case. But, w’hen 
a shirt is so worn that it can no 
longer be used by the m an of the 
family, it is welcome m a terial for 
aprons, which a re so useful and es­ 
sential. 
I 
Shirts becom e worn around the 
collar and sleeves, also under the 
arm holes and cuffs. 
After these 
have been turned and worn again, 
th e re ’s nothing m uch that can be 
done with them . 
In this case, you’ll 
feel well justified and economical 
if you sew’ up an apron from them . 
Before getting into the actual cut­ 
ting and sewing, let m e point out 
that not all shirts Will m ake good 
aprons. 
The m a te ria ls which you 
can and should use for aprons are 
percale, 
broadcloth 
and 
poplin. 
•TM 
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ter if converted 
into blouses for 
sm all fry. 
j 
The 
above-m entioned 
m a terials 
which are suitable for aprons pos­ 
sess these qualities—-they are easy 
to handle, they tear, crease, 
hem , J 
gather, stitch and press easily. You 
will also w ant a fabric that launders 
easily and one th at starches nicely. 
Do both w ashing and starching be­ 
fore you cut the fabric. 
If there is a goodly am ount of 
m a teria l in the salvaged shift, an 
apron with a bib m ay be m ade. 
This type of apron 
is especially 
practical if you w’ant one for work­ 
ing around the kitchen or laundry. 


Cut Apron on Correct 
Grain of M aterial 
Cutting the apron on the correct 
grain of the m a teria l is very im p o r­ 
tant in the ap p earan c e of the fin­ 
ished article.

basting stitches of the fabric both 
lengthwise and crossw ise as a help 
in laying out the pattern.

I a re utilizing the back of the shirt 
for the front of the apron, fold this 
j in half when cutting.

pieces of the apron. 
If you are a tall person, allow 
j for sufficient length both in the front 
of the apron and tile neck bands. 
W henever possible cut the apron 
lengthwise. 
Snip tiny notches (as

In som e types of aprons w here 
you w’ant one particularly well fit- 
j ted, you'll w ant d arts at both sides.

every inch or so, and baste before 
sewing.

All fancy pockets should be turned 
and basted carefully, as they a ttra c t 
attention and will either m a k e or 
m a r the ap p earan ce unless they are 
properly finished.

Your Sewing Machine 
Well-finished clothes depend on 
proper use of the sewing m a ­ 
chine.

needle 
im properly 
set in b a r, needle too short or 
too long; needle bent or blunt; 
needle too fine for the thread you 
are using.

blunt needle, too long a stitch on 
fine m aterial, or a fabric which 
is too light to c a rry over the feed. 
In the latter case, use a new s­ 
paper or tissue under the fabric.

Pull 
thread ends through to the w rong 
side and tie.

Make Dress-Up Aprons 
With Ruffle or Shirring 
Women who wrant to look pretty

on their aprons. 
If the sleeve of the 
g arm en t is not to be used for pockets 
and such, this m aterial can easily 
be cut into ruffles.
